Survey Cuts 


Relief Load 


Eligibility Review In 
Several Counties Calls 
For Re-Applications 


SACRAMENTO — (UP) — A re- 


duction of approximately 10 per 
was made possible through an 
eligibility review now under way in 
several counties, relief administra- 


|tor S. G. Rubinow reported today. 


The program is in progress in Los 


Kern, Tulare, Fresno and San Joa- 
quin counties. A similar review has 
been completed in Alameda county. 

In each of the counties the en- 
tire case load is being suspended, a 
section at a time, Rubinow explain- 
ed. To receive continued relief, 
each person or family head must 
make a_reapplication and pass 
through the regular SRA _ intake 
procedures. 

Those cases whose reapplications 
are rejected, and those which fail 
to reapply within 15 days of noti- 
fication of suspension, are closed. 

Of 11,086 cases automatically sus- 
pended in the eight counties, Rub- 
inow expects nearly 40 per cent’ to 
be closed within a month. He said 
that in any given group of SRA ap- 
proximately 30 per cent will be 
closed within a 30-day period, thus. 
attributing 10 per cent of the reduc- 
tion to the review..
